NEW RESERVOIR AND COUNCIL’S DUTY. 


the proposition to complete the new reservoir a matter for hesitation or 
doubt. 

Boiled down, the argument for inaction might be thus stated: “We are 
getting all the water we need now, therefore, why prepare for the future?” 

Upon such an ostrich-like view of the situation as this, it is almost un- 
necessary to make comment. 

The absurdity of the argument that there is no pressing necessity for 
the new reservoir because the new main has been laid from the river, is 
almost too obvious to need rebuttal. | 

There are three propositions in connection with this question, any one 
of which is sufficient within itself to warrant the prompt completion of this 
work: 

First, institution of the process of natural filtration. 

Second, the periodical cleaning from the reservoirs of the deposits of 
such filtration. 

Third, acquirement of positive insurance against accident which might 
temporarily cut off the city’s water supply. 

The necessity for the completion of this new reservoir was recognized by 
former councils beyond the peradventure of a doubt. They bought the land, 
built, through the use of the county convicts, half the dam, and in its 
present condition a valuable property now lies incomplete and useless. 

We may consider, for the sake of illustration, that the present resef voir 
contains water enough to supply the city through six average days; that 
the capacity of the new reservoir will contain sufficient for double that 
period. This, however, will not hold true for the hot summer months when 
the demand upon the water supply is more than trebled. 

By alternate use of the water, first from one and then from the other 
reservoir, it will become possible to set up a process of natural filtration in 
the settlement of the sediment, which, washed down from the mountains, is 
necessarily pumped into them. This would relieve the strain upon the filters 
and the coagulating basin to an extent which would absolutely insure the city 
an always adequate supply of purer, cleaner and clearer water, notwith- 
Standing the extraordinary demands of the summer season. : 

It is well known that several feet of mud, and silt have settled in the 
bottom of the old reservoir, which, constantly stirred up by continued use, 
|makes it practically impossible to keep the water pumped into the city wholly 
clear. It is absolutely impossible to clean the present reservoir because, 
| with it out of commission, thé city would have no source of water supply. 
| The existence of two reservoirs would insure the possibility of periodic 
| Cleaning, the desirability of which is not a subject for contention. 

These two facts alone are of overpowering consideration in connection 
| with this contemplated work. 

It is contended that a breakdown which would impair or cut off the 
supply for a period beyond the capacity of the present reservoir is too 
remote for consideration. 

| But the possibility of such a catastrophe, however remote it may seem, 
‘must be admitted. 

It is a possible disaster against which the desirability of adequate 
preparation cannot be questioned. 

The completion of the new reservoir will give Atlanta practically abso- 
lute insurance against this danger, and that such would be an asset of value 
cannot for a moment be doubted. 

Atlanta cannot afford to suffer again the undesirable sort of advertise- 
ment she had last summer as the result of a tainted and muddy water supply; 
but the danger is imminent unless measures are taken to prevent it. i 

The completion of the new reservoir will do the work.

W. Ellis, clerk of the court, who during 
these two years had_received from 
thig source $902.50. he county asked 
that Ellis be required to pay it this 
fine money less hiis proper costs. The 
lower court sustained Ellis demurrer 
on the ground that the eounty had no 
eause of action. and this .decision .2s 
been sustained by the supreme court. 
The. decision is based on the law whica 
specifiealiy provides that fines and for- 
feitures shall firs: be drawn upon to 
pay the proper costs court officials, 
after which if there any surplus: it 
shall paid into tbe county treasury.

Mace and Coburn Fight Was One 
That Blew Up at the Finish, 
Sports Paying Big Money 
to See the Fiasco. 

Other Scraps. 


By GEORGE SILER. 

tles between Jem Mace and Joe Coburn 
disgusted the sporting public and 
especially the supporters of the game. 
In each of the contests the sports were 
tax@i a big sum of money to see the 
events, besides taking desperate 
chances of getting away with their 
lives. The crooks played no favorites 
and those whd escaped with a whole 
skin and without being robbed were 
considered ‘extremely fortunate. 

Their meeting in Canada, where they 
faced each.other over one hour without 
delivering a blow, was the biggest 
flasco in.the history of the American 
prize ring. 

Their meeting at Bay St. Louis, Miss., 
Was good in spots only, but as they 
refused to fight it out to a finish the 
suffering public: did not get a run for 
its money. The thing that hurt the 
sports and their respective adherents 
was that they failed to decide the ques- 
tion of superiority, and that led to 
many a@ wrangle and a number of “off 
the reel” fights, wherein the partici- 
pants, as a rule, were badly handled. 

As the Bay &t. Louis battle was the 
last ‘they'ever took part in, a short 
sketch of their respective careers will 
not come amiss. 

Mace was born at Beeston, near Swaff- 
ham, Norfolk,/ England, in April, 1831, 
-and therefore will be 77 years old his 
next birthday. His first battle was with 
John Pratt, the Norwich champion, who 
beat him in sixty-nine rounds, occupy- 
ing two hours and three minutes. 

Dissatisfied with the result, Mace, 
early in 1861, challenged again and 
won in eight rounds, Jasting fifty-nine 
minutes, and in the following year he 
beat Tom Harvey. 

His first battle against a really good 
|}man was in 1855, his opponent being a 
! clever big fellow named Slack, whom 
[he defeated in nine rounds. 

His next battle Was with Bill Thorpe 
of London, on February 17, 1857, whom 
he polished off in eighteen rounds. Con- 
siderable money changed hands on the 
result, as Thorpe was looked upon as 
a sure winner. 

Mace then was matched to fight Mike 
Madden, but on the day of the battle 
he refused to fight with one Dan Dins- 
more, claiming he had placed money on 
Madden. Later he again forfeited to 
Madden. 

On September 21, 1858, he was beaten 
in two rounds by Bob Brettle. 

January 25, 1859, he defeated “Posh” 
Price in eleven rounds. His hardest 
fight was with Bob Travers, the black. 
They met on Febfuar¥ 2!, 1860, and 
after fighting six rounds the author- 
ities stopped the proceedings. They 
met again the next day, Jem winning 
after fifty-seven rounds of desperate 
milling. 

His next battle was with Bob Brettle. 
They fought six rounds on September 
19, 1860, when the police drove them 
away. The referee ordered them 
meet the following day. when Mace 
won in five rounds. The victory netted 
Jem the middleweight championship of 
England. 


Sam Hurst, the “Staylebridge Infant,” 
who stood 6 feet 3 1-2 inches in height 
and weighed over 200 pounds, was then 
(heavyweight champion of England, 
‘having won the title by defeating Tom 
Paddock. Mace, as a middleweight, 
challenged him, and on June 18, 1/1861, 
defeated him in eight rounds. 

In January, 1862, he beat Tom King 
in forty-two rounds, and on November 
26 of the same year h2> went down to 
defeat before King In twenty-one 
!rounds. Mace had all the better of the 
battle, and as he bore in to finish his 
man he slipped and before he could 
recover Tom landed his right on the 
jaw, whieh won the fight. King re- 
fused to fight him again, so Mace claim- 
ed the champtfonship by default. 


September !, 1863, he defeated Joe 
Goss, weight !50 pounds, in nineteen 
rounds. He again met Goss on May 24, 
1866, but after facing each other over 
one hour, during which they scarcely 
delivered a blow, the referee, in dis- 
gust. declared the affair a draw. They 
met again. this time in a 16-foot ring, 
on August 16, 1866, Mace winning han- 
dilv in twenty-one rounds. 

Mace then matched wit! Ned O’Bald- 
win, the “Trish giant,” and they were to 
have fought on October II, 1867, but 
Mace having been arrested and bound 
over the day pr2vious the stakes were 
drawn.

Nor does even the fear of death shake 
the firmness of his faith. In a passage 
in “Sunrise,” written only four months 
before his death, while the poet's fever 
Was at 104, and byt thinly veiling his 
knewledge of its approach, he says:

And again and again we find that he 
draws strength of belief from the wwrid 
about him:

based on any blindness or indifference 
as to @ie terrible realities of sin an 
death about him.

“If 1 do ask, How God can dumbness 
keep, 
While Sin creeps grinning through his 


house of Time—”

won 


“God out of knowledge and good out

His Belief in the ULlitimate Triumph 
of Good. 


Akin to this belief in the eventual tri- 
umph of good is the belief in immor- 
tality, though it is never so confident 
and never so personal. 

There is, indced, a hint that the soul 
shall develop further acter it has been 
‘“mulched by unsavory geath;” but there 
is, too, something of an almost Bud- 
dhistic quietude in the ena:

“This silence, fillmg now 

The globed clarity of receiving space, 

This selves us ail—man, matter, doubt,

And there is something akin to pan- 
theism in ‘Sunrise,’ —

makes the creed of Lanier. He is finer 
of fiber, perhaps, than any other Amer- 
ican poet, and we of the south and we 
of his own native state should do rev- 
erence to his memory.
